The inno cent p lea was entered by 
lawy er Mark H. Heller, an asso ciate o f 
atto rney l^eo n Stem who was retained 
by Berko witz’ father. 
The arraignment was o n charges 
stemming fro m the Ju ly 31 slay ing o f 
Stacy Mo sko witz and the wo u nd ing o f 
her d ate, Ro bert Vio lante.

In a su rp rise mo v e, Ku tler abru p tly 
end ed his mu ch p u blicized mu rd er 
trial here Mo nd ay when he ad mitted 
beating the so n o f his fo rmer girlfriend 
to d eath o n Feb. 4. 
Ku tler p lead ed gu ilty to v o lu ntary 
manslau ghter and no w faces 25 y ears 
in p riso n instead o f a p o ssible life 
sentence he co u ld hav e d rawn if 
co nv icted o n the mu rd er charge 
against him. 
Neither Ku tler no r the p ro secu to rs 
wo u ld co mment o n rep o rts that the 
d o cto r rev ealed the lo catio n o f the 
bo d y in retu rn fo r the p ro secu tio n’s 


accep tance o f the p lea o n the lesser 
charge. 
Po lice said they hav e been searching 
fo r the child ’s bo d y ev er since Arthu r’s 
mo ther Ann to ld to ld p o lice Feb. 18 
that Ku tler beat her so n to d eath. 
Earlier, her sto ry was that the bo y had 
d isap p eared d u ring a sho p p ing trip . 
Miss No ske testified that she 
o riginally agreed to tell the false sto ry 
becau se she lo v ed Ku tler with who m 
she was liv ing o n Feb. 4. 
When Ku tler said “gu ilty ” in a v o ice 
so so ft it barely carried to the back o f 
the co u rtro o m, Eu gene Terp ay o f the 
Cu y aho ga Co u nty Sheriff’s Dep art­ 
ment, tu i'iied and smiled triu mp hantly 
at his wife, o ne o f the sp ectato rs. 
Terp ay was o ne o f the chief in­ 
v estigato rs in the case which was tried 
in Cincinnati becau se Ju d ge Harry A. 
Hanna ru led that Ku tler co u ld no t 


receiv e a fair trial in Clev eland 
becau se o f ex tensiv e p retrial p u blicity . 
Hanna p ro no u nced Ku tler gu ilty at 
9:32 a.m. and o rd ered him into 
sheriff’s cu sto d y u ntil sentencing Sep t. 
22. Then Terp ay p u lled the d o cto r’s 
arms behind him and clamp ed hand ­ 
cu ffs o n his wrists. 
He led Ku tler thro u gh the glare o f 
telev isio n cam era lights to the 
Hamilto n Co u nty Jail where he was 
sched u led to sp end the night. An u n­ 
marked sheriff’s car was to take him 
back to Clev eland to d ay . 
Defense lawy ers and p ro secu to rs 
said Ku tler d ecid ed Frid ay to p lead 
gu ilty and said it was strictly his 
d ecisio n. “There was so me d iscu ssio n 
o f inv o lu ntary manslau ghter,” Asst.

J. 
Co rrigan said . 
“Bu t we said abso lu tely no t. It had to

NEW YORK (A P) — law yers for 
David Berkowitz entered a plea of 
innocent at his arraignm ent today on 
charges of murder and assault in the 
Son of Sam killing case. They said he 
would plead innocent by reason of 
insanity if he is brought to trial. 
After the brief proceeding before 
State Supreme Court Justice Leonard 
Yoswein in Brooklyn, Berkowitz, 24, 
was rem anded to

Hospital. There he will continue the

capable of standing trial. 
Berkowitz, his hands manacled in 
front of him, wore blue jeans, a blue 
and white pin-striped shirt with a white 
Tshirt underneath.

displayed no emotion. 
The innocent plea was entered by 
lawyer Mark H. Heller, an associate of 
attorney Leon Stern who was retained 
by Berkowitz’ father. 
The arraignm ent was on charges 
stemming from the July 31 slaying of 
Stacy Moskowitz and the wounding of 
her date, Robert Violante. They were 
the last victims of the man police call 
the .44-caliber killer, who killed six 
young persons and wounded seven 
during little more than a year. 
Yoswein also took up an application 
by attorney Philip Peltz to withdraw 
from the case as one of Berkowitz’s 


attorneys. The judge said he would 
hold a hearing on the m atter three to 
five days after getting the psychiatric 
report on Berkowitz.

versations reportedly made by Peltz 
with Berkowitz to be turned over to the 
court clerk and sealed. 
Peltz had 
reportedly tried to sell copies of the 
tapes to two newspapers. 
Berkowitz was brought to Brooklyn

“This is the most protection I have 
ever seen a prisoner get in the 20 years 
I've worked in the building,” one court 
officer said. 
The caravan that brought him in­ 
cluded a Correction Department van 
that accompanied by three marked 
and four unm arked police ca rs. 
Several shotguns could be seen on the 
laps of officers as they pulled into the 
courthouse garage. A police helicopter 
flew overhead.

policemen ringed the courthouse, and 
an equally large number of court of­ 
ficers were in the building. 
Berkowitz was charged in the grand 
jury indictment Monday with murder, 
attempted murder, felonious assault 
and illegal possession of the .44-caliber 
Charter Arms Bulldog revolver that 
ballistics expert say was responsible 
for all the shootings. 
During basic training at F t. Dix, 


N .J., Berkowitz wrote that he had been 
taught how to fight and shoot. He wrote

through the wars they started. One day 
there will be a better world. After a 
few heads from the heads of state are 
removed.”

Big Question Remains In Kutler Case 


CINCINNATI (A P) - There’s still 
one big question about the death of 8- 
year-old Arthur Noske. Did Dr. Stuart 
Kutler tell authorities where the boy’s 
body was when he agreed to plead 
guilty to a lesser charge of voluntary 
m anslaughter? 
In a surprise move, Kutler abruptly 
ended his much publicized murder 
trial here Monday when he admitted 
beating the son of his form er girlfriend 
to death on Feb. 4. 
Kutler pleaded guilty to voluntary 
m anslaughter and now faces 25 years 
in prison instead of a possible life 
sentence 
he 
could 
have drawn if 
convicted 
on 
the 
murder 
charge 
against him. 
Neither Kutler nor the prosecutors 
would com m ent on reports that the 
doctor revealed the location of the 
body in return for the prosecution’s 


acceptance of the plea on the lesser 
charge. 
Police said they have been searching 
for the child’s body ever since Arthur’s 
mother Ann told told police Feb. 18 
that Kutler beat her son to death. 
E arlier, her story was that the boy had 
disappeared during a shopping trip. 
M iss Noske 
testified 
that 
she 
originally agreed to tell the false story 
because she loved Kutler with whom 
she was living on Feb. 4. 
When Kutler said “guilty” in a voice 
so soft it barely carried to the back of 
the courtroom, Eugene Terpay of the 
(Cuyahoga County Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment, turned and smiled triumphantly 
at his wife, one of the spectators. 
Terpay was one of the chief in­ 
vestigators in the case which was tried 
in Cincinnati because Judge Harry A. 
Hanna ruled that Kutler could not 


receive 
a 
fair 
trial 
in 
Cleveland 
because of extensive pretrial publicity. 
Hanna pronounced Kutler guilty at 
9:32 
a.m . 
and 
ordered 
him 
into 
sheriff’s custody until sentencing Sept. 
22. Then Terpay pulled the doctor’s 
arm s behind him and clamped hand­ 
cuffs on his wrists. 
He led Kutler through the glare of 
television 
ca m e ra 
lights to 
the 
Hamilton County Ja il where he was 
scheduled to spend the night. An un­ 
marked sheriff’s car was to take him 
back to Cleveland today. 
Defense lawyers and prosecutors 
said Kutler decided Friday to plead 
guilty and said it was strictly his 
decision. “There was some discussion 
of involuntary m anslaughter,” Asst. 
County 
P ro secu to r 
M ichael 
J . 
Corrigan said. 
“ But we said absolutely not. It had to 


be an admission to a knowing killing of 
an 8-year-old boy.” 
Although the jurors were told daily 
not to form opinions until they heard 
all the evidence, one male juror said 
after the plea, “ If I ’d taken a count this 
morning it would have been ll or 12 for 
guilty.” Three jurors congratulated 
the prosecution on the guilty plea. 


Corrigan said he will decide whether 
to press charges of obstructing justice 
and destroying evidence against Miss 
Noske and the doctor’s father William 
Kutler, who was implicated by Miss

SAN FRANCISCO <AP> - The 


Marble-Cone fire that has devastated 
204 square miles of drought-parched 
central California coastland may be 
contained within a few days, forestry 
officials said today. 
The blaze, now the third largest m 


the state's history, has consumed 
130,500 acres in the Los Padres 
National Forest and adjacent private 
land. It was reported 60 per cent 
contained. 
Back-burning — fire lines set up 


ahead of the path of the fire with the 
brush or fuel burned in between — has 
been effective so far, officials said. 
“ We’re hoping by Thursday we'll 


have the (back-burning) line tied in all 
the way,” said William Morrison, U.S. 
Forest Service 
spokesman. 
“ If 


everything goes right then, it will 
probably be only a few days until it will 
be contained.” 
Besides the Marble-Cone fire, six 


other fires still burned in California, 
the state Department of Forestry said. 
Lightning, the culprit in a chain of 


nearly 1,000 fires that began Aug. 1, 
sparked the newest blaze Monday near 
Lake Elsinore in Riverside County.

WASHINGTON tA Pi - The nine- 
year cost to taxpayers for defaults on 
federally guaranteed student loans is 
slightly over $400 million, and the 
figure is rising every year, the General 
Accounting Office estimates 
The fiscal watchdog agency says one 
of every six persons who gets a loan is 
refusing to pay back the money. 
Between 1968 and 1976, the govern­ 
ment guaranteed four million student 
loans worth $4 5 billion. It reimbursed 
banks, savings and loan associations 
and credit unions $287 million for more 
than 280,000 recipients who defaulted, 
the congressional agency says. 
By the end of next month, however, 
the GAO estimates defaults will have 
nsen to $436 million, 
while 
the 
government’s bad debt collections will 
have brought in only $33.8 million. 
To deal with the problem, the GAO 
wants the Office of Education to step 
up its bad debt collection efforts, 
referring them as a last resort to the 
Justice Department for legal action. 
The GAO recommends that such 
aggressive action be undertaken 
nationally, noting that the San 
Francisco regional office collected 
$946,000 
in defaulted student loans in a 
threemonth period. 
This was a record for collections, 
which included those from persons 
taken to court and from others who 
paid up voluntarily. 
The GAO says more thorough credit 
checks should be made of loan ap­ 
plicants. The loans, limited to $7.500 
for undergraduates and $15.000 for 
graduate 
students, 
carry 
a 
belowmarket-rate interest charge of 7 
per cent. Repayment, which doesn't 
begin until a student graduates, can 
take up to 10 years. 
The GAO. refusing to provide 
names, gave these examples of people 
who have skipped out on their college 
loans: 
—A professional basketball player 
earning $85.000 a year stopped paying 
on a $3,500 student loan in 1973. The 
Office of Education made no headway 
in trying to collect, then a U.S. at­ 
torney had the player's wages gar­ 
nisheed. Repayment began last 
February at $1,000 a month. 
—A psychiatrist making $31.000 a 
year had defaulted on an $8,700 loan.

POUND RIDGE, N.Y. — If your 
child becomes ill, in this small exurban 
community, it’s unlikely you’ll find a 
doctor who’ll make a house call. 
But if your car is indisposed — 
develops a combustion cough, say, or a 
feverish engine — a mobile auto repair 
station will speed to your garage, 
prepared to operate. 
Out of the huge van, which is labeled 
“Shade Tree Fix-It,” will leap a tiny 
woman named Judy Bevans, the only 
known female car-doctor in the 
country. 
With her will be a burly fellow 
named Bruce Buccarelli, who has been 
referred to as her “partner in grime.” 
Their jointly owned van is equipped 
with bottle nitrogen to power their 
$15,000 worth of sophisticated tools 
which can do anything for your auto 
that a service station can do — and 
right on your own premises. 
“The real value of our service,” says 
Judy, “is that we can fix your car right 
on the spot. You don’t have to leave it 
for the day, tying up your trans­ 
portation while mechanics get around 
to working on it.” 
Judy Bevans, who conceived the 
idea for the mobile repair station, is a 
commuter’s wife and mother of three 
children, aged seven through 14. Last 
autumn, she was purely a housewife — 
a highly educated housewife, living in 
a lovely hilltop contemporary in this 
rural community. She began to see the 
handwriting on the wall. It said: “The 
kids are growing up, and you’re 
growing restless. Before it’s too late, 
you’d better find something you can do 
for the rest of your life." 
Well, the trouble with handwriting 
on the wall is that it offers sobering 
truths, but leaves it to the beholder to 
take the initiative. Judy weighed the 
possibilities. She applied to Columbia 
University to take a Ph.D. in geron­ 
tology, and she investigated the 
possibility of opening an ice cream 
parlor in town. While waiting for 
results, she met Buccarelli — an ex­ 
perienced 
car mechanic — in the 
office 
of 
the 
local 
Volunteer 
Ambulance Corps. 
“We were sitting there talking,” she 
recalls, “and somehow I got to com­ 
plaining about the car-fixing business, 
and how I was pretty tired of being at 
the mercy of my car. Bruce told me I 
should go to a garage and tell them I 
want to be a mechanic, and make them 
send me to school. He was probably 
kidding, but I went — and they showed 
me the door.” 
The idea of the mobile van gradually 
evolved, after Buccarelli said he’d 
show Judy how to fix her car, and saw 
that she meant business. Judy’s 
business executive husband was en­ 
thusiastic — not only because it made 
his wife happy, but because “he now 
has instant service on his car.” 
Pooling their savings, they bought a 
used ’72 van from the local nursery for 
$2,500 and equipped it with the costly 
equipment which Bruce had used in IO

NEW YORK (AP) - A dispute 
between two professors has confused a 
lot of people who thought they un­ 
derstood the stock market, and 
probably has loosened their already 
limp grip on the laws of economic and 
statistics, if not physics. 
The hassle has moved from the 
campus to Washington, where it will be 
considered by a Senate subcommittee 
on possible pension fund legislation. 
And so, therefore, some legislative 
aids might lose their grip too. 
The question is this: Does the con­ 
centration of buying-selling by in­ 
stitutions, especially of Morgan 
Guaranty Trust, the biggest pension 
trust manager, directly affect the 
prices of stocks.? 
In testimony last year, Prof. Roy A. 
Schotland of Georgetown University 
Law School said, yes, institutional 
trading does affect prices. The impact, 
he said, was adverse, hurting pension 
beneficiaries and other investors. 
Morgan Guaranty didn’t like that 
conclusion, and so hired Prof. David 
W. Miller of Columbia University, 
a highly respected statistician and 
consultant. 
He 
disagreed,

phatically. 
“There is no indication that Morgan 
Guaranty’s trading had any effect on 
stock price changes,” said Miller. 
“ Professor Schotland’s statistical 
study as it is designed cannot sustain 
the conclusions he draws from it.”

High blood pressure once frightened 
doctors and their patients because 
there was so little that could be done to 
control hypertension. 
The last three decades have brought 
spectacular advances for the control of 
this life-threatening disorder. Patients 
given one of the many known effective 
drugs quickly respond and are relieved 
of the symptoms associated with it. 
Now, a new problem has arisen. It 
has been found that both private 
patients and clinic patients will, after a 
while, for no explainable reason, stop 
taking their medication. Physicians, 
psychologists, 
psychiatrists 
and 
sociologists have been trying to un­ 
derstand and explain why patients fail 
to appear for their needed follow-up 
care. 
It was found that clinic patients drop 
out of their treatm ent program 
because of the great amount of time 
spent waiting to be seen by the doctor. 
It was found that the average waiting 
time for a doctor in a clinic was about 
two hours. This was followed by 
another hour of waiting at the hospital 
pharmacy. Travel time to and from 
the hospital, in addition to the long 
delays in the clinic, presented another 
problem. 
In one particular clinic it was found 
that patients never had more than 
seven minutes with the doctor. Con­ 
sequently, 
there 
was 
no 
real 
relationship between the patients and 
their doctor and there was no time or 
opportunity to have any of their 
questions answered by the doctor. Nor 


was there time to emphasize the need 
for sustained drug treatment, even in 
the absence of the former symptoms. 
Follow-up treatment is very often 
abandoned, both in private practice 
and in clinics, when patients become 
free of symptoms. 


All patients must be motivated to 
continue treatment. Such motivation 
depends on the quality of the doctor- 
patient relationship. It is sad that so 
many patients in all social and 
economic classes become “high blood 
pressure dropouts” and thus invite the 
possibility of complications. 


I take water pills, especially during 
the time of my menstrual period. My 
friends tell me that I must be careful 
because potassium is lost in the urine. 
I’m tired of eating bananas to restore 
the potassium. This is what all the girls 
do. Are there any other fruits that are 
high in potassium?

Dear Miss A.: 
Well-wishing friends sometimes 
push a person into a state of confusion. 
I hope I’m right in assuming that the 
water pills you’re taking were given to 
you by a physician. If this is so, doc­ 
tors, anticipating a potassium loss in 
the urine, will suggest taking a pill of 
potassium to replace the loss.

Dayton M ay 
Face Police 
Slow dow n Now 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Dayton 
residents who lived more than two 
days last week without fire protection 
now may face a work slowdown by the 
city’s policemen. . 
Dayton’s 479 officers were reported 
Monday to be considering both a 
slowdown in answering calls, and a 
speedup in writing traffic and parking 
tickets. 
City officials and negotiators for the 
Dayton Fraternal Order of Police met 
for about three hours Monday mor­ 
ning. Neither side would comment 
when the meeting ended except to say 
they would meet again later in the 
week. 
The policemen are seeking an hourly 
wage hike of $1.08 to boost starting pay 
to $7.86 the first year and a 46-cent an 
hour raise to $8.32 in the second year. 
The FOP is seeking a 15-cent an hour 
cost of living allowance, and a 12-cent 
an hour medical insurance allowance. 
The city’s latest offer is 18 cents an 
hour the first year, 20 cents the second 
year, and the same cost of living and 
medical allowances. 
Working without a contract since 
March I, the policemen in this city of 
241,000 
authorized 
their 
union 
executive committee to call a strike if 
negotiations fail. But union leaders 
have said the “work actions” such as a 
ticket speedup would be taken before a 
walkout. 
The city survived 59 hours without 
fire protection last week due to a 
walkout by firemen. Some officers 
supporting that strike missed work by 
claiming they were sick.

The Cincinnati Waterworks put out a 
rush order for bids on activated 
charcoal Monday, immediately after 
winning a $3 million, two-year grant

“I think this is one of the largest 
grants ever to a city water system,” 


said Richard Miller, director of the 
Cincinnati Waterworks. 


“But this doesn’t mean we’re not 
going to keep pushing for an early 
warning system (for pollution) on the 
Ohio River,” said Miller. 


Cincinnati’s water system supplies 
Hamilton County, which has one of the 
highest rates of cancer among adult 
males.

were higher where drinking water 
supplies are taken from surface water 
like the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 
The EPA grant will be a cost and 
analysis study, said Miller. The 
waterworks will use powdered carbon 
to filter the raw water instead of sand 
in three of its 57 filtration bins. 
Three will be switched over in 
September and three more in May, 
1978. In addition, a carbon contact 
filter, which pumps the water through 
a 30-inch pipe lined with charcoal, will 
be added at the same time. 
“We want to see which method is the 
cheapest.” By next May, 40 per cent of 
the city’s drinking water will be so 
filtered, he said. 
“The important thing is we’ll have 
the in-house analytical capacity. We’ll 
be checking the raw water every day 
to see what’s in it and we’ll find the 
pollutants even if we don’t get an early 
warning,” Miller said. 
Cincinnati, with other cities along 
the Ohio River, are pushing for an 
early warning system in the wake of a 
series of chemical spills in the river, 
including a 70-ton upriver spill of 
carbon tetrachloride that went through 
undetected this spring. 
Carbon tet was described by 
authorities as a carcinogen, a cause of 
cancer. 
“There will be an almost immediate 
change in the odor, taste and ap­ 
pearance of the drinking water,” said 
Miller. 
The grant will enable the water­ 
works to buy carbon, hire chemists, set 
up a laboratory and a furnace that will 
allow the utility to reactivate the 
carbon by burning out the impurities, 
Miller said. 
EPA officials recommended carbon 
filtration for water systems along the 
river.

Children who were previously 
enrolled in a speech therapy program 
in the Circleville or Pickaway County 
schools and needing the continuity of a 
summer program, or were on the 
schools’ waiting list;

barbers under the direction of the Ohio 
Barber Board has been without a 
certified teacher since February.

Graduates were given 
an apprentice license which allowed 
them to study under a working barber 
before receiving a master barber’s 
certificate.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The head 
of the embattled state Transportation 
Research Center has tendered his 
resignation, but Gov. James A. Rhodes 
says he may not accept it. 
Rhodes said Monday at an afternoon 
news conference he had not received 
the resignation of Robert F. Dreyer, 
and may not accept it because “we 
have two or three things going up there 
and there may be a very important 
announcement soon.” 
He said the matter involves a 
possible major research contract. 
Rhodes added that Dreyer has “done 
a good job up there. He should stay 
on.” 
However, the governor said in 
response to another question, that 
while he doesn’t want to accept the 
resignation, Dreyer “can quit if he 
wants too.” 
Dreyer, in a letter to Rhodes dated 
Aug. IO and made public Monday, cited 
the transfer of fiscal control of the 
center to the state Controlling Board 
as the reason for his resignation as 
chairman of the center’s board of 
directors. 
Dreyer said fiscal control of the 
facility is “the dominant function of a 
board.” Since the legislature recently 
shifted this control elsewhere, “it 
behooves anyone who believes in the 
nonduplication of government func­ 
tions to act accordingly. 
“ My resignation, therefore, is 
simply a logical function of this 
situation,” Dreyer said in his letter. 
Dreyer has been a member of the 
board since its inception in 1969, and its 
chairman since 1970. His resignation, 
dated

IO, 
was 
effective 
imediately. 
The $30 million center, which tests 
the safety of automobiles on an 8,000- 
acre site some 40 miles northwest of 
Columbus, was the target of a critical 
report late last year by State Auditor 
Thomas E. Ferguson. 
Ferguson called the center “an 
albatross” and said it has lost more 
than $20 million trying to run itself as a 
private corporation. 
Dreyer refuted the charges and 
defended the center’s freedom from 
the usual state controls, but the 
legislature passed — and Rhodes 
signed — an order putting it under the 
controlling board.

people — factory workers and others 
who came here to eat lunch — tell me 
fellow workers remark, ‘Oh, that’s the 
place where you’ve got to carry a 
shotgun.’

That’s the kind of thing I’ve got to live 
down.” 
The 32-year-old ex-cop said he 
makes his former profession well 
known. 
The bar and restaurant went on the 
market last April after the Depart­ 
ment of Liquor Control denied renewal 
of the owner’s operating permit. Police 
had testified in Columbus before the 
control that in one year, 32 complaints 
were lodged against the establish­ 
ment. 
When Groves quit the police force 
last March after nine years, he traded 
eight-hour shifts for 16-hour work 
days. The Cuff and Key is open until 
2:30 a.m. 
“ Those hours 
(on the police 
department) were bad enough, but the 
job wasn’t nearly as time-consuming 
as this,” he said. 
“He never has to change schedules,” 
said his wife, Sharon, who helps keep 
books and works in the kitchen. 
“Yeah, I’m just never home,” her 
husband said. 
The 20-year-old tavern specializes in 
cabbage rolls and chili dogs. In Sep­ 
tember, Groves plans to open at 5 a.m. 
to pick up the breakfast trade. 
Most of the bar patrons are in their 


early or mid-20s, Groves said. “The 
young people have commented how the 
mood in here has changed,” said 


Groves. “They feel they can come in 
and enjoy themselves and not be 
bothered by anyone.”

Swick Year Later, 
Out O f Football 


TOLEDO, Oh io (AP) — Univ ersity 
of Toledo and MidAmerican Con­ 
ference football fans alike were 
stunned late last sum m er wh en 
quarterback Gene Swick was an early 
casualty in th e Clev eland Browns’ 
training camp . 


After two y ears of gaining national 
acclaim for h is p assing and total of­ 
fense statics, Swick ap p eared to h av e a 
future as a p lay er in th e National 
Football league. 
A fourth -round draft ch oice by th e 
Browns, Swick h ad been named th ird 
team All-America by Th e Associated 
Press. Swick establish ed an all-time 
collegiate y ardage gained (8 ,07 4) 
p assing record during h is career. 
Certain th at a sore sh oulder h ad 
caused h is p roblems in Gev eland, 
Swick sp end most of last fall try ing to 
catch on with anoth er p ro team. He 
h ad a try out with th e New York Giants 
and num erous contacts with th e 
Hamilton Tigercats of th e Canadian 
Football league. 


Now, a frustrating y ear later, Swick 
h as p ut h is ath letic p lans to rest — at 
least for th e time being. 
Emp loy ed since Nov ember in th e 
City 
of 
Toledo’s 
Com m unity 
Dev elop ment Div ision, Swick 
was 
recently transferred to th e city ’s in­ 
sp ection dep artm ent and will return to 
TU to comp lete requirements for h is 


bach elor's degree th is fall. 
“During th e p ast y ear th e th ing I 
found I needed th e most was a college 
degree,” Swick said. “So, I’m going 
back.” 
‘‘My senior y ear was a waste 
academically because of th e p ost­ 
season all-star games, but I can still 
finish my work in a y ear.” 
Swick will get h is degree in th e 
College of Education but talks as 
th ough a 
business career is 
h is 
p reference. 
“ I’m going to continue to work for 
th e city , gaining seniority and may be 
later get into business,” Swick said. 
“Toledo is my h ome. We (wife Linda 
and daugh ters Angela, 3, and Sony a, 5 
month s) just bough t a h ome in th e old 
west end and I’m looking forward to 
getting back into th e swing of going to 
sch ool.” 
Swick said h e decided to giv e up 
football about a month ago, ending 
more th at a y ear of frustration. 
"I guess I finally realized th at th is 
must be th e way th ings are sup p osed to 
be,” Swick said. “ I can’t say I regret 
th e decision. Until th en I was really 
miserable. 1 am just now coming out of 
it.

KENT, Oh io (AP) — More th an one 
football-crazy y oungster h as walked 
up to Ch uck Cusick to ask for h is 
autograp h . 
It’s th e knee brace th at fools th em, 
Cusick will occasionally don h is 
ap p aratus — sim ilar to th e one worn 
by Los Angeles Rams quarterback Joe 
Namath — wh ile going about h is duties 
as equip m ent m anager for th e 
Clev eland Browns. 
In th e brace, th e rangy Cusick looks 
more like one of th e Browns’ walking 
wounded th an an equip ment man. But 
h is knee is just as badly damaged as 
any football p lay er’s, and much worse 
th an most. 
“ I’v e got a th ree-inch bow in my left 
knee,” Cusick said as h e went about 
h is duties at th e Browns’ Kent State 
Univ ersity camp . 
Cusick, 26 , injured th e knee sev eral 
times and h as gone th rough two 
op erations, th e last p erformed righ t 
after th e 19 76 season. Th e injuries 
destroy ed wh at migh t h av e been a 
p romising ath letic career. 
As a sop h omore quarterback in 
Virginia Beach , Va., Cusick already 
was receiv ing attention from such 
sch ools as North Carolina, Mary land 
and Tennessee. Ev en today , h e can 
th row a football as well and may be 
better th an some of th e quarterbacks 
wh o h av e come th rough th e Browns’ 
camp ov er th e y ears. 
He suffered th e first knee injury in 
Virginia Beach , p ainfully recalling 
ly ing on h is back, left foot still p lanted 
in th e ground. “ My knee twisted 
alm ost 
180 
deg rees,” 
h e 
said. 
“ Ev ery th ing was destroy ed.” 
His family later mov ed to th e 
Clev eland suburb of Lakewood wh ere 
h e tried to p lay h is senior y ear, but 
couldn’t because of th e knee. 
He still went to Tennessee, but 
reinjured th e knee p lay ing baseball. 
“ I went to Tennessee feeling I could 
p lay football if th e knee came around, 
but it didn’t,” Cusick said. 
Ev entally , h e left Tennessee and 
h ooked on with th e Browns as a p ublic 
relations assistant in p reseason camp . 
Th e Browns later decided longtime 
equip m ent m anager M orrie Kono 
needed h elp and Cusick was named 
assistant. Th en, th ree y ears ago, Kono 
became a p art-tim e consultant and 
Cusick got th e top job.

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — University 
of Toledo and MidAmerican Con­ 
ference football fans alike were 
stunned late last summer when 
quarterback Gene Swick was an early 
casualty in the Cleveland Browns’ 
training camp. 


After two years of gaining national 
acclaim for his passing and total of­ 
fense statics, Swick appeared to have a 
future as a player in the National 
Football League. 
A fourth-round draft choice by the 
Browns, Swick had been named third 
team All-America by The Associated 
Press. Swick established an all-time 
collegiate yardage gained (8,074) 
passing record during his career. 
Certain that a sore shoulder had 
caused his problems in Cleveland, 
Swick spend most of last fall trying to 
catch on with another pro team. He 
had a tryout with the New York Giants 
and numerous contacts with the 
Hamilton Tigercats of the Canadian 
Football League. 


Now, a frustrating year later, Swick 
has put his athletic plans to rest — at 
least for the time being. 
Employed since November in the

Community 
Development Division, Swick was 
recently transferred to the city’s in­ 
spection department and will return to 
TU to complete requirements for his 


bachelor’s degree this fall. 
“During the past year the thing I 
found I needed the most was a college 
degree,” Swick said. “So, I’m going 
back.” 
“My senior year was a waste 
academically because of the post­ 
season all-star games, but I can still 
finish my work in a year.” 
Swick will get his degree in the 
College of Education but talks as 
though a business career is his 
preference. 
“I’m going to continue to work for 
the city, gaining seniority and maybe 
later get into business,” Swick said. 
“Toledo is my home. We (wife Linda 
and daughters Angela, 3, and Sonya, 5 
months) just bought a home in the old 
west end and I’m looking forward to 
getting back into the swing of going to 
school.” 
Swick said he decided to give up 
football about a month ago, ending 
more that a year of frustration. 
“I guess I finally realized that this 
must be the way things are supposed to 
be,” Swick said. “I can’t say I regret 
the decision. Until then I was really 
miserable.

KENT, Ohio (AP) — More than one 
football-crazy youngster has walked 
up to Chuck Cusick to ask for his 
autograph. 
It’s the knee brace that fools them. 
Cusick will occasionally don his 
apparatus — similar to the one worn 
by Los Angeles Rams quarterback Joe 
Namath — while going about his duties 
as equipment m anager for the 
Cleveland Browns. 
In the brace, the rangy Cusick looks 
more like one of the Browns’ walking 
wounded than an equipment man. But 
his knee is just as badly damaged as 
any football player’s, and much worse 
than most. 
“I’ve got a three-inch bow in my left 
knee,” Cusick said as he went about 
his duties at the Browns’ Kent State 
University camp. 
Cusick, 26, injured the knee several 
times and has gone through two 
operations, the last performed right 
after the 1976 season. The injuries 
destroyed what might have been a 
promising athletic career. 
As a sophomore quarterback in 
Virginia Beach, Va., Cusick already 
was receiving attention from such 
schools as North Carolina, Maryland 
and Tennessee. Even today, he can 
throw a football as well and maybe 
better than some of the quarterbacks 
who have come through the Browns’ 
camp over the years. 
He suffered the first knee injury in 
Virginia Beach, painfully recalling 
lying on his back, left foot still planted 
in the ground. “My knee twisted 
almost 
180 degrees,” 
he said. 
“Everything was destroyed.” 
His family later moved to the 
Cleveland suburb of Lakewood where 
he tried to play his senior year, but 
couldn’t because of the knee. 
He still went to Tennessee, but 
reinjured the knee playing baseball. 
“I went to Tennessee feeling I could 
play football if the knee came around, 
but it didn’t,” Cusick said. 
Eventally, he left Tennessee and 
hooked on with the Browns as a public 
relations assistant in preseason camp. 
The Browns later decided longtime 
equipment m anager Morrie Kono 
needed help and Cusick was named 
assistant. Then, three years ago, Kono 
became a part-time consultant and 
Cusick got the top job.

Frazier, now 33 and weighing 228 
pounds, said he works out at least 
every other day at his gym and could 
be in shape for a rematch within two or 
three months.

Other studies are underway with a 
number of commercial types and 
crosses among standard breeds and 
Straightbred Finnsheep. The latter has 
the potential of producing up to five 
lambs annually. The Barbados and St. 
Croix are reported to sexually mature 
as early as six months of age and 
possibly producing two lamb crops a 
year. 
Ohio has some 13,000 sheep flocks on 
farms, perhaps more than any other 
state in the country. Most flocks are 
small but Parker feels more farmers 
will become interested in looking for 
replacement ewes and in increasing 
flock sizes. 
Parker hopes intensive production- 
oriented research with standard 
breeds and the more exotic breeds 
may be what is needed to start Ohio in

NEW YORK (AP) — Ap artment 6 J 
at 5 « ) Castle Hill Av enu e in the Bro nx 
was Geo rge Cu ret's ho me, his cage 
and u ltimately the site he cho se fo r his 
self-destru ctio n. He was 10. 
Ho u r after ho u r, day after day , 
Geo rge Cu ret was left in the ap artm ent 
to tend to his 6 y ear-o ld bro ther, Bru ce. 
Their mo ther and two o lder bro thers 
wo rked. Their father did no t liv e with 
them. 
All this meant that the two bo y s idled 
away their ho u rs inside, while o ther 
children fro m the 12-sto ry p ro ject 
p lay ed o u tside. 
A resident o f the bu ilding described 
it as “ru n-do wn” bu t “the p lace to 
co me to fro m bu mt-o u t bu ildings." 
It was in that setting that Geo rge 
Cu ret liv ed and Geo rge Cu ret died. 
‘‘This y ear, he didn’t co me do wn a 
lo t. His mo ther wo u ldn't let him co me 
do wn," said Ro bert Alv arado , 14, who 
described himself and his lOy ear-o ld 
bro ther Ro bby as G eo rge’s o nly 
friends in the bu ilding. 
‘‘The o nly time he ev er came do wn 
was to ride his bicy cle. Bu t he o nly did 
that a co u p le o f times a y ear His o lder 
bro thers wo u ld nev er take him 
any where. 
‘‘He was a q u iet kid," Alv arado said. 
“He didn’t like to mess aro u nd. And 
besides, he alway s had to take care o f 
his bro ther." 
His mo ther wasn’t alway s hap p y 
with the way Geo rge handled Bru ce. 
The y o u nger bo y wo u ld o ften lo se 
things o r else cry to his mo ther that his 
o lder bro ther had mistreated him. 
Geo rge wo u ld be blamed — and 
so metimes y elled at o r may be hit. 
That, at least, is the v ersio n Ro bert 
Alv arado tells. Geo rge wo u ldn’t talk 
abo u t it — no t ev en to his few friends, 
inclu ding Alv arado . 
“ I nev er heard him say no thing," the 
y o u th admitted, 
Ty p ically , the two bro thers were 
alo ne in the ap artm ent Mo nday 
mo rning when telep ho ne co mp any 
wo rker McKinley Alsto n arriv ed to 
install a p ho ne. Bu t Geo rge Cu ret's 
p atience and ho p es had ru n o u t. 
‘‘Is y o u r mo ther ho me?” Alsto n 
asked. 
‘‘No , ju st my bro ther," the y o u ng 
bo y said. "Bu t he’s hanging.” 
Alsto n fo u nd Geo rge hanging fro m a 
clo set do o r, a belt tied aro u nd his neck, 
a chair tip p ed o v er beneath him. “A 
definite su icide,” a p o lice sp o kesman 
said. 
Bru ce to ld p o lice his o lder bro ther 
had asked him to kick the chair o u t

Youth Hangs Self 


W eather Forecast 
Thief Has Close Escapes 


NEW YORK (A P) — Apartment 6J 
at 580 Castle Hill Avenue in the Bronx 
was George Curet’s home, his cage 
and ultimately the site he chose for his 
self-destruction. He was IO. 
Hour after hour, day after day, 
George Curet was left in the apartment 
to tend to his 6year-old brother, Bruce. 
Their mother and two older brothers 
worked. Their father did not live with 
them. 
All this meant that the two boys idled 
away their hours inside, while other 
children from the 12-story project 
played outside. 
A resident of the building described 
it as “ run-down” but “ the place to 
come to from burnt-out buildings.” 
It was in that setting that George 
Curet lived and George Curet died. 
“ This year, he didn’t come down a 
lot. His mother wouldn’t let him come 
down,” said Robert Alvarado, 14, who 
described himself and his lOyear-old 
brother Robby as George’s only 
friends in the building. 
“ The only time he ever came down 
was to ride his bicycle. But he only did 
that a couple of times a year. His older 
brothers would never take him 
anywhere. 
“ He was a quiet kid,” Alvarado said. 
“ He didn’t like to mess around. And 
besides, he always had to take care of 
his brother.” 
His mother wasn’t always happy 
with the way George handled Bruce. 
The younger boy would often lose 
things or else cry to his mother that his 
older brother had mistreated him. 
George would be blamed — and 
sometimes yelled at or maybe hit. 
That, at least, is the version Robert 
Alvarado tells. George wouldn’t talk 
about it — not even to his few friends, 
including Alvarado. 
“ I never heard him say nothing,” the 
youth admitted. 
Typically, the two brothers were 
alone in the apartm ent Monday 
morning when telephone company 
worker McKinley Alston arrived to 
install a phone. But George Curet’s 
patience and hopes had run out. 
“ Is your mother home?” Alston 
asked. 
“ No, just my brother,” the young 
boy said. “ But he’s hanging.” 
Alston found George hanging from a 
closet door, a belt tied around his neck, 
a chair tipped over beneath him. “ A 
definite suicide,” a police spokesman 
said. 
Bruce told police his older brother 
had asked him to kick the chair out
